GENERAL LITERATURE 


Note on classification: The Booklist has been accustomed to classify 
all books directing choice of vocations under 174 with the subjects of 
business success, ethics of business and thrift. But we have found that 
the more recent books of this sort are more closely connected with voca- 
tional guidance instruction. Hereafter the books dealing directly with 
the educational preparation for vocations will be placed in 371.4 under 
systems of education, and those on personal choice of profession in 374.1. 
This is the more logical classification.

The lectures include philosophical theory, psycho- 
logical investigation and metaphysical research, and illustrate the concept 
that “reality is fundamentally a spiritual activity.’ All were written 
before the European war, the latest in 1913. Whether the reader agrees 
with the theories or not, he must delight in the manner in which they 
are presented.

Investigations followed the death of the writer’s sister, but preceded the 
decease of Reginald De Koven.

A study from the viewpoint of modern criticism by a scholar of in- 
ternational reputation. Shows that Job was a type of cynical pessimist 
and that pious commentators have transformed the story into a bulwark 
of Jewish orthodoxy. There is a translation by the author embodying 
his theories and also an elaborate historical and critical introduction. 
Stimulating and interesting, but disturbing to the conventional. For larger 
libraries.

After a brief introduction about their history and race, the author pre- 
sents a great many facts about their present condition.

Mr. Baruch makes two points in favor of the American delegates at 
the Peace conference: that they upheld American rights in the economic 
settlement and that they insisted on consistency with the Fourteen points. 
He writes with more caution and less indignation than Keynes (Booklist, 
16:199, Mr 20) but his conclusion is essentially the same except that he 
feels that the elasticity of the Reparations commission precludes any final 
judgment. About one-half of the book is taken up with the reparation 
and economic clauses, accompanied by marginal comments. The author 
was one of the econemic advisors of the American delegation.

Bass, John Foster. The peace tangle. N.Y.Macmillan,1920. 
345p. maps. $4.50. 


Not so much a study of the Treaty itself as Scott (Booklist, 16:332, 
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Jl 20) or of particular sections of it as Baruch (p. 139) but more an 
evaluation in terms of actual conditions and hoped for results. Less 
well organized than Keynes (Booklist, 16:199, Mr 20) but more detached 
in spirit (opinions are presented coldly, without any attempt to persuade) 
After the usual study of the issues before the Conference, the author 
gives a series of chapters presenting the war and peace policies, the 
economic conditions and the temper of the people of the European coun- 
tries involved. His opinion is that the “Wilsonian idealism” was more 
practical than the peace of power, the great failure of which was its 
failure to consider economic possibilities, and that the League has not 
the strength to become an adequate mediating force. Written by a news- 
paper man, with no pretention to great thoroughness, but to stimulate 
thought.

A clear, concrete, non-technical analysis that enables the reader to see 
the reason for the cost and the profit in each step of the process. Differs 
from the U. S. Federal trade commission bulletin (Booklist, 16 :320, 
Je 20) in that it is not a survey of marketing facilities but a study of 
marketing as one of the problems of the individual business man. Col- 
lateral readings and questions at the ends of chapters make it usable as a 
textbook.

An authority on coal and iron resources discusses for the layman the 
probable re-shaping of power throughout the world, not due to the League 
of nations, but to the development of the mineral wealth especially in 
coal and iron. Of unusual force and interest because the writer through- 
out objects to “unintentional and unobserved bias due to class, race and 
national prejudice, not to speak of religious influences,” and on the 
contrary, observes all these forces in the history of nations, their de- 
pendence upon production, and the power for progress of the possession 
and use of natural resources.

With no pretense to originality, the writer, a Welsh clergyman, ex- 
presses vividly and fluently ideas which bespeak fresh reactions to wide 
reading. His plea is for a wider democracy than one of political forms 
and for its realization in social and industrial life. Practically, his policy 
suggested is that of the guild socialists, although he does not limit his 
discussion to economic problems.

FICTION 


This long list will need careful gleaning for almost any library. 
Very few are outstanding books but all have had definite approval 
from interested readers and it seems fair to give such books a chance 
rather than to cut the list arbitrarily according to one reader’s taste 
or sense of immediate need. For example one note says, “An ex- 
cellent detective story, characters skillfully drawn and the style, good 
clear English, though rather long drawn out.” Another note for that 
same book says, “Nothing unusual or interesting.” Another, “A 
well worked out detective story,” voting yes for both the small and 
large library. The votes on this title are in the ratio of three to one 
for inclusion. As a matter of fact there is nothing very unusual about 
that book one way or the other. It is fairly interesting, and skill- 
fully avoids the most common pitfalls which cause criticism of a 
detective story—too much sympathy for the crime and the criminal, 
too vivid a portrayal of life in the underworld, too much insistence 
upon the sex motif. 

Every library has a certain percent of this “floating fiction,” that 
is, readable stories which answer a present demand, but which will 
in a year or two be replaced by the same type written in a more up- 
to-the-minute manner. The smaller the library the fewer such titles 
it can afford and it becomes necessary for the book buyer to classify 
the library readers and to buy the fiction accordingly. Sweet pretty 
home stories, detective stories, Western stories, sea stories, problem 
novels, historical, stories of city life, country life, industrial stories, 
stories combining one or two or three of these interests, and so on; 
the librarian must have a sprinkling of all or a special number of any 
which answer special interests of the readers. The Booklist notes try 
to tell the features of each story and the book buyer must read the 
notes to choose for any community. Even fairly large libraries will 
not buy all the fiction included in The Booklist, but any further culling 
would have to be done on the basis of individual taste and it would 
be a pity to have individual taste limiting the book buying of the 
small libraries. Rather a more general list and libraries buying dif- 
ferent titles, not to have all small library collections alike, but to have 
each one express its own community interests and differ even though 
only a little from every other community.
